Registration Of VotersFro 
Jan.26-Mar.23RuledInvalid 


All new voter registrations dur- 
ing a period beginning Jan. 26 
and ending March 23, 1955, are 
invalid, Hancock County Registrar 
of Voters A. C. Mitchell said this 
week. All persons registering 
during this period must re-register 
by July 7 to remove any doubt 
as to their legal qualifications as 
voters. 

An amendment to the, State 
Constitution in reference to reg- 
istration of voters was adopted 
by the vote of the people at the 
November, 1954 election. By an 
act of the Legislature, this amend- 
ment was inserted into the Con- 
stitution on Jan. 26, 1955. How- 
ever, the new acts were not ac- 
tually passed until March 24, 1955. 


This, according to a ruling of 
the Attorney General, loft the 
state without a registration law 
from Jan. 26—BMor. 23. 

In a statement to voters who 
registered during this period, Reg- 
istrar Mitchell said: 

^I am very sorry to have to ask 
you to go through the procedure 
of registering again, and hope 
you will not be put to any great 
inconvenience in doing so.” 

Mitchell stated that registra- 
tions made during the January- 
March period were "mado in 
good faith in the light of tho 
knowledge we had at the time.” 

Only those people registering 
during this period are affected 
by the Attorney General’s ruling.
